Auditor Gives 
Tax Alert 


LISBON

Boil reminded trxlav that all in­ 
dividuals. partnerships, associa­ 
tions and corporations engaged in 
business on Dee. 31, 1962, such 
as 
manufacturers, 
merchants, 
contractors, fanner, lawyers, doc­ 
tors. dentists and accountants, are 
required to file personal property 
tax returns with the auditor of 
the county rn which their taxable 
property is located on or before 
April 30. 


In addition to those actively en­ 
gaged in business, every person 
who rents 
furnished 
rooms or 
apartments must file a tax return 
on 
the furniture, 
fixtures 
and 
equipment included in such ren­ 
tal facilities. 


All residents of Ohio owning in­ 
tangible property on Jan. I. such 
as stocks, bonds, notes, deben­ 
tures, municipal bonds, land con­ 
tracts and other similar property, 
are also required to file personal 
property tax returns with t h e 
county auditor of the county 
which they reside. 


Mandatory penalties and addi­ 
tional charges apply to all returns 
filed after April 30 In 1962 there 
were more than 20,000 taxpayers 
in Ohio who did not file personal 
property tax returns as required. 
These taxpayers were obliged to 
pay substantial penalties and in­ 
terest in addition to their required 
tax. Bell said. 


The rate of tax on tangible per­ 
sonal property varies from local­ 
ity to locality, according to need, 
and is identical with the tax rate 
on real estate and public utility 
property for tile taxing district 
where the property is located. 
Intangible property is taxed at 
\arious rates ranging from 2 mills 
on the dollar valuation for unpro­ 
ductive investments to 3 per cent 
of the income yield on productive 
investments. 


All taxes collected are paid to' 
Ihc local county treasurer and are 
used for local schools, libraries, 
health, police and fire services.

Weather forecasting is possible because move­ 
ments of warm and cold air. caused bv heat wind, pressure 
and 
moisture 
content, generally follow the 
same paths 
and 
produce the same results 
For instance, masses of moist warm air coming to the U. S 
from the south, are apt to move, in summer, along the general 
paths seen in (A). When this marine tropical air meets a heavy 
cold air mass, it rises above it (B). Much moisture from the 
warm air is condensed by the cold air, forming clouds where 
the air masses join <B) When there are enough water droplets 
in the clouds so they combine to form heavy raindrops, the 
rain comes down. Cold air is usually under high pressure, so 
the center of a eold air mass 
is called a “high.” 
Highs gen­ 
erally bring clear weather; “ lows” or centers of warm, low 
pressure air. bring unsettled or stormy weather. 
Weathermen (C) use maps on which lines show the position 
and movement of highs and lows all over the country By study­ 
ing such maps they can tell in advance when and where a con­ 
dition like (Bi wiil occur.
